SSENTIAL our democratic way 
life the religious school with its 
trained principal and teachers. Without the 
religious school, democracy would conceiv- 
ably weaken and disintegrate. The religious 
school preserves the wellspring democ- 
racy since its integrating force God, 
the true and sustaining source freedom. 
The religious school provides the labora- 
tory democracy wherein taught the 
art Christian citizenship necessary 
for life democratic society. 
Understanding the true nature the 
citizen man is, then, tremendously im- 
portant education. The Christian edu- 
cator who recognizes the basic principle 
human nature, namely, that man divinely 
created, with likeness God his 
immortal soul, has difficulty recog- 
nizing the brotherhood man. This recog- 
nition the basis and guarantee good 
citizenship.

momentary criticism, the death knell 
effective leadership, prolific 
resounding petty annoyances.

Competence the area in- 
structional specialty inspires 
sional excellence more than specific direc- 
tives do. knowledge the encyclicals, 
current educational literature, and dioce- 
san policy does more establish and 
strengthen the professional leadership 
the principal.

wise administrator shares his respon- 
sibility degrees authority. mistakes 
are made, assumes that his teacher made 
honest effort without success. stimu- 
lates his teacher assuming equality 
co-worker educating the pupil toward 
the gigantic stature Christ. 
nounced humility impels him seek ad- 
vice and perspective difficult situations. 
Impartiality characterizes his relationship 
with all teachers, recognizing value each 
person under his administration.

School spirit certain consciousness 
the students work for their school 
and never refuse their co-operation. 

School spirit love for the school 
caused respect for its teachers and 
principles, which causes the boy think 
the school before himself whenever both 
are put before them and certain action 
must taken. 

School spirit the enthusiastic energy 
which prompts pupils things helpful 
to, but not required, for the school. Par- 
ticipation which demand 
time and sacrifice. 

School spirit essentially co-opera- 
tive spirit which, engendered cumulative 
evidence, direct indirect, enables the 
individual identify his efforts with those 
the school personnel directed toward 
his own good, that his fellows, and 
society general and hence may properly 
called citizenship. Example:

Home room, 60%; assembly, 20%; school 
paper, 20%. These influences depend very 
much the personal equation, i.e., the 
type individual directing these activities.

student body sufficient. Assembly pro- 
grams have deteriorating influence 
the morale they are poorly prepared. 
The home room the heart your school; 
not used sufficiently. The school news- 
paper ought issued monthly, not 
every weeks.

-is the best agent for developing school 


spirit. The school paper, mind, does 
not help develop school spirit any great 
extent, simply because the limited num- 
ber students who take part the 
publishing it. does much this 
regard, when viewed whole, and not 
activity, naturally brings the 
activities the school before limited 
public, taking for granted that few be- 
sides students really read it. 

The home room seems the 
place for developing student morale; and 
one can feel the difference attitudes 
moving from class class. The home- 
room teacher probably accounts for this. 
Well-conducted assemblies can supplement 
and solidify the work done the indi- 
vidual classes. wonder whether school 
paper published six-week intervals has 
any real effect student morale.

and very little school spirit institutions 
that had athletic teams. course, 
the estimation students good school 
should have good team. Everybody loves 
champion and extol his school, and 
would like have cause for this. 

would advocate the return the 
gym period during the daily study period 
reward leading classes. 

Athletics can develop character 
well any other extracurricular activity, 
such debating, dramatics, school paper. 
The time element athletics should 
balanced against the requirements other 
activities which the students may wish 
engage. 
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After the work the home room and 
its teacher, think athletics finds place 
the next important agent for developing 
school spirit, does much bring the 
school before the public and thus help 
create spirit loyalty and pride the 
school.

Executive positions most the 
nonathletic activities can made de- 
velop initiative, while the lesser positions 
the same set activities should develop 
sense responsibility, something that 
sadly lacking the high school the 
present day. Good citizenship can pro-

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school spirit well the offering 
well-rounded program social studies. 

course good citizenship should 
offered freshmen year preference 
ancient history. 

such activities where the student 
managers are given ample opportunity 
exercise judgment least far detail 
concerned. 

Patriotic work our school totally 
neglected; something ought done 
about this. 

Traffic control, safety, transportation, 
managers all school organizations, cen- 
tral committee spiritual activities, etc. 

Any activity which the student has 
full charge and responsibility with only 
the lightest faculty supervision. Most 
students (save the incompetent) will rise 
and meet emergencies, original thinking 
and planning whenever they feel that their 
originality will not cramped faculty 
veto. The greater the student activity the 
less the strain the faculty. 

Student safety patrol service, natu- 
rally more use grade schools; forma- 
tion civic clubs which should prac- 
tical work and around school; athletic 
managers; committee school representa- 
tives meet important officials various 
types, etc.

Design and Color 


ORK with design and color one 

the first art activities the young 
child. Color was one the earliest visual 
sensations the infant’s perceptual life. 
the early years should given every 
opportunity experience harmonious use 
color. may not able understand 
and enjoy fine color harmony; usually the 
crude and gaudy color combinations appeal 
the young child. However, unhampered 
opportunity play with color, daub 
the paper for sheer joy watching 
spread beneath the brush, good. Work- 
ing with different colors paint 
paper probably causes the child more 
aware differences colors and color 
combinations. Such awareness value 
both creation and appreciation. 

Little children have natural desire 
express themselves through drawing and 
construction. first the child should 
permitted merely experiment with 
crayons and with paints; will learn that 
pressing the crayon will make the color 
deeper and brighter, that the paints will 
run when used easel. this early 
period the child should permitted 
draw the things wishes, satisfying his 
natural interests. The results may not 
all acceptable adult standards, for 
the youthful artist will exaggerate those 
points which loom large his own mind, 
either minimizing entirely ignoring 
other features. Thus, the human figure 
which particularly appeals art sub- 
ject the early years, may have very 
large head with short stick legs and arms, 
and possibly torso. 

useless the early period insist 
correction and practice. The child 
should permitted experiment with 
color and lines; his interest span short, 
wants quick returns and satisfied 
with crude results. 

Kindergarten children like play with 
design, but this age, they have much 
less interest decorating and designing 
than drawing storytelling pictures. 
generally agreed that rhythm the first 
art principle children are likely feel and 
recommended that they permitted 
originate border designs and free sur- 
face patterns wax crayon and apply 
them numerous articles for use and dec- 
oration. Boxes, plates, book covers, cloth 
curtains and hangings, wallpaper, pot-

holders, napkins, chair covers, and lamp 
shades are among the possibilities for the 
child kindergarten age. 

the child becomes older, will 
more conscious his weaknesses and more 
anxious improve his work. Suggestions 
from the teacher and reasonable amount 
guidance are acceptable this time 
and, properly presented, cannot harm 
the child. this point should led 
observe more closely and establish 
higher standards achievement. 


Graphic Expression 

Many children want tell story when 
they draw, and after the first experimenta- 
tion with scribble, curves, lines, and daubs 
color, they will attempt portray fig- 
ures and definite objects. left their 
own initiative they will exhibit definite 
stages development into the level 
graphic expression. After the child has be- 
come acquainted with his materials 
mere scribbling and manipulation, will 
attempt draw object, which may 
merely line represent man. Gradu- 
ally will add the parts his objects: 
possibly two ends house and one side 
the same view. Finally, the time 
has reached second third grade, 
ready and anxious make his product 
look realistic and more accurate. 
now able draw the human figure 
profile and express action. 

There divided opinion concerning the 
amount help that should given 
when the child arrives the point 
wishing produce graphic expression. One 
opinion holds that not suggestion, not 
criticism should offered lest the child 


lose his natural style expression. The 


other opinion maintains that some super- 
vision desirable, that criticism, sugges- 
tion, and definite help are beneficial. 
reality, most children become discouraged 
left entirely their own resources, be- 
cause they see the weaknesses their 
productions and can expect little appre- 
ciable improvement. happy medium be- 
tween these extremes would seem the 
desirable path. The unsupervised drawing 
period usually gives some place sug- 
gestion and criticism the part the 
teacher, and highly probable, and 
certainly very possible, that the directed 
lesson include many opportunities for 
free expression! late, freedom ex- 
pression has come almost synony- 
mous with creativeness. Creative drawing 
important phase the art program 
but need not the only one. Neither 
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memory drawing overemphasized. 
highly desirable that children some- 
times actually copy pictures and objects. 


methods the pendulum swung the 
other extreme and for time art teach- 
ers strove always have children draw 
directly from objects. many other 
cases where two extreme attitudes have 
been advocated, perhaps the me- 
dium course which brings best 


the time the child reaches second 
third grade usually ready express 
more action his drawing. Here seems 
that suggestion and help from the teacher, 
though should limited, absolutely 
necessary. The important point that the 
teacher does not restrict herself presen- 
tation one mode expression, 
single technique. Children usually begin 
drawing figures outline but they are 
shown how draw animals and human 
figures scheme lines, they should like- 
wise shown how construct such fig- 
ures the oval and the rectangle. One 
kind technique will not satisfy all the 
children, nor will it, perhaps, satisfy one 
child all the time. Children like portray 
action, and can derive much good from 
this mode expression guided correctly. 
They should led observe many kinds 
action ordinary things around them 
and encouraged observe positions 
their classmates and arrange figures 
groups overlapping positions. variety 
positions, sizes, attire, and clothing 
such groupings particularly interesting 
them and stimulates their ingenuity and 
resourcefulness. Nicholas enumerates three 
basic learnings achieved kinder- 
garten and first grade: 


Familiarity with several media 
expression such soft pencil, hard and 
soft crayon, charcoal, showcard paint. 

Opportunity for work large 
papers easel stimulating. 

The ability draw few simple 
forms such the front view house 
and human figure.

Plastic Materials 


The first plastic material used art 
medium clay. There perhaps ma-

Every youngster likes 
make mud pies, and clay modeling 
closely akin this activity. first the 
child may merely pat the clay, punch it, 
roll it, and pound it. manages with 
comparative ease and can, therefore, 
times remain interested for long 
time. Besides being inexpensive, clay 
distinctly educative. Its manipulation gives 
valuable training muscular co-ordina- 
use creates feeling for proportion 
and form; develops the sense touch 
and leads appreciation sculpture 
and pottery. 

long interest holds, children should 
permitted handle and pommel the 
clay, making little balls and rolls that may 
evolve into marbles and snakes. Even some 
these crude articles may dried and 
painted with bright colors. Later the 
teacher may step suggest and even 
demonstrate things within the child’s 
capacity. Dishes, bowls, animal and hu- 
man figures gradually come within the 
child’s ability. experiences great pleas- 
ure decorating these objects and from 
this activity learns appreciate the pot- 
tery primitive man. 

Other materials for work similar clay 
modeling are plasticine, wallpaper cleaner, 
and papier-maché. Activities with these 
media will introduce the child variety 
materials: paint, varnish, enamel, and 
plaster Paris. 

the child becomes more adept the 
use clay and kindred materials, and 
produces articles that are beautiful and 
technically correct, should permitted 
fire kiln, glaze and decorate 
it, and fire again make waterproof. 
When children have worked earnestly 
object and have produced something 
really worth the while they are disap- 
pointed cannot finished. com- 
plete, artistic piece work incentive 
further endeavor. 

Another medium, inexpensive and prac- 
tical, soap. contrast clay and other 
plastics, soap not used modeling 
clean and easily manipulated; even the 
young child can cut with precision and 
produce results that are gratifying him 
and even fine tone. Although the pure

Making Posters 


The making posters project for 
children often greatly neglected com- 
pletely overlooked teachers, and yet 
art experience and can 
become genuinely educative. the kin- 
dergarten and early grades, posters must 
necessarily simple and childlike. They 
should, however, serve the purpose 
posters, that is, they should have spe- 
cific message and carry least word 
two. important that the child 
taught distinguish between picture and 
poster. first, will little more 
than placard sign, but the child 
experiments and tries express his ideas 
repeatedly, will begin understand 
the true purpose the poster and how 
design that will accomplish its 
purpose. Children may draw the pictures 
and decorate the poster themselves, but 
sometimes judicious selection maga- 
zine picture valuable training and meets 
the need adequately original work. 
Without doubt, the child will need help 
the verbal expression and word arrange- 
ment. the time reaches third grade, 
his practice poster making should make 
him ready acquire skill space rela- 
tionships, marginal allotment, picture bal- 
ance, and color harmonies. 


Handcraft and Industrial Art 

Handcraft experience one phase 
the art program that equally necessary, 
but differing degrees, for all types 
children bright, average, and dull. Such 
experience essential for the development 
well-rounded personalities: for the dull 
child often the one means expres- 
sion wherein achieves and gets feeling 
satisfaction. the average and the 
bright child, develops better under- 
standing and appreciation workmanship, 
and often demonstrates the incompleteness 
intellectual ability alone. For all, 
offers fun work, the chance express 
one’s ideas various media and stimula- 
tion creativeness. Guidance the

There has been much confusion recent 
years, concerning the meaning the term, 
industrial art. From among the many in- 
terpretations offered for the term, may 
safest accept the definition offered 
Nicholas: 


Industrial art for the art class should 
mean study art industry. This 
implies study artistic expression 
and art quality terms materials 
and industrial 


the present time the most common 
activities handcraft and industrial art 
are: paper cutting and pasting, block print- 
ing, weaving, work with wood and card- 
board. 

important the selection and 
motivation project that the children 
done, that they feel real value and 
there need for it. Preliminary plan- 
ning necessary, especially the child 
grows older and attempts bigger projects. 
This type work offers excellent oppor- 
tunities for problem solving and creative- 
ness. Teacher demonstration handling 
the materials and some the tech- 
niques manipulation absolutely neces- 
sary. give this needed help and the 
same time allow the child work out his 
problems for himself, draws upon the effi- 
ciency the one who directs the work. 

Work with paper one the simplest 
activities under this caption, and for this 
reason often mistakenly introduced 
too early. Paper the most fascinating 
play material and, while interests the 
child, offers opportunity for develop- 
ment the use many other materials 
paste, scissors, clips, paper punchers, fas- 
teners, and ruler. Nevertheless the manip- 
ulation scissors and the cutting paper 
requires considerable muscular and nervous 
control. For this reason the activity should 
not urged too soon, nor the standards 
precision placed too high, pre- 
vent tension and overanxiety. Children

should not expected cut line, 
freehand cutting should encour- 
aged. They enjoy using paper make 
flowers, Christmas tree decorations, valen- 
tines, costumes, scrapbooks, and decora- 
tions for boxes, baskets, 
Above all, caution should observed that 
they use materials with safety. 

sewing, the same principles that apply 
paper work will hold true. Real sewing 
requires delicate muscular control and care 
must taken that the child does not 
begin sew too soon.* 

Just the child’s drawing the kin- 
dergarten level inclined emphasize the 
storytelling aspect, also his work with 
materials will take the form illustra- 
tive construction. Farmhouses, farmyards, 
bridges, villages, furnished homes, are the 
types projects will initiate. Card- 
board, orange crates, sand, and clay fur- 
nish materials for construction buildings 
and furniture. this level the youngster 
likes hammer, saw, paste, and sew. His 
interest span short and, his draw- 
ing, quite satisfied with crude and 
makeshift results. lop-sided chair and 
wobbly table are perfectly satisfactory 
the kindergarten youngster. 

the primary grades the narrative in- 
terest still strong, but the second and 
third grader, especially, wants better re- 
sults and insists that things must look real. 
addition the use wood, cardboard, 
and other materials the earlier level, the 
child primary grades may use weaving 
medium expression. Yarn, cotton 
strips, rags, hemp, twine, and raffia may 
used, but the coarser materials are easier 
for young children. Simple handmade 
looms picture frames, sticks, card- 
board are adequate for children this 
age. Concerning this activity, also, there 
divided opinion its ultimate value, 
many teachers contending that after the 
pattern has been designed and the weaving 
once started, the process continues 
the same for long time that does 
not justify place the art program. 
For this reason, perhaps best in- 
project, begun school but completed 
home and brought the teacher from time 
time for criticism and suggestion. 

Handcraft and work industrial art 
should lead constructive thinking, and, 
addition stimulating initiative and 
problem solving, should establish habits 
orderliness, economy, and proper care 
equipment and materials. 


Waste and Discard Materials 

Constructive habits carefulness and 
economy can developed young chil- 
dren through their handcraft activities. 
The saving instinct exists most children 
and they are amenable suggestions 
utilize waste and discard materials that 
might otherwise thrown away. The use

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such materials frequently provides 
greater opportunity for the exercise 
imagination, resourcefulness, and ingenu- 
ity than the actual projects themselves. 

Equally important with the use scrap 
materials their proper care and storage. 
Odds and ends will have classified, 
labeled, and properly kept they are 
use the children. confused heap 
scraps will not only unappealing 
youngsters, but will encourage them 
untidy habits and lead them fritter 
away their time trying find what 
they need and want. Scrap materials 
should kept clean, and put such 
places and conditions will remove fire 
hazards and insure safety. Among mate- 
rials worth saving and capable actual 
use are: fabrics, fur, leather, felt, jars, 
bottles, buttons, clips, paper, rubber, wood, 
boxes, cans, paraffin, sacks, spools, tin foil. 
Valuable suggestions are given The Pri- 
mary Manual Cincinnati Public Schools, 
the Bulletin the Association Child- 
hood Education, Uses Waste Materials, 
and Vol. Childcraft Series, Art 
and Music. 

There have undoubtedly been revolu- 
tionary changes the conduct the art 
program for the young child. The most 
obvious new trend the veering from 
small materials demanding close workman- 
ship and considerable concentration and 
intricate manipulation, larger tools that 
exercise big muscles and call for overt 
action. The number and variety media 
have also greatly expanded the later 
trends. 

More important, however, than these 
clearly visible changes, the radical 
change underlying philosophy. Art

cian, learning the use his tools 
instruction the mechanics draw- 
ing should only given and when 
needed and should remain 


Such principles would almost eliminate 
the need teacher entirely from the 
situation. certainly not use similar 
policies other subjects. When the child 
leave him his own resources, find 
out for himself what the best way 
hold the pencil, use his own ingenuity 
discovering how the letters are formed. 
After all, want children progress, not 
merely plod along remain one 
spot until, trial and error, they dis- 
cover that they can something better. 

would seem, therefore, that neither 
the closely supervised lesson nor the en- 
tirely free situation acceptable, but 
judicious middle course would prove most 
desirable. Certainly, the new trend art 
has much recommend it; but must 
recognize its inherent dangers 
permit the great benefits has already 
bestowed the child school age 
spoiled abuse its more revolution- 
ary theories.

number classes. For the sake clarity, will 
given here presented the second, third, and fourth grades. The 
parts our Lady, St. Joseph, and the Archangel may taken 
older children. The choir fulfills necessary function; organ accom- 
paniment preferred. 

Second-Grade Girls: These little girls enter from back stage after 
the Gloria, and encircle the altar. They chant the Gradual and are 
the Offertory tableau. They wear long full costumes white material 
(which later may utilized for First Holy Communion), and 
attractive headpiece, preferably gold yellow, since the color scheme 
throughout the presentation yellow and white. Two tiny second 
graders angels have individual speaking parts indicated before the 
beginning the Mass. Their yellow dresses are also long and full with 
waistline, their wings fragile type befitting cherubs. 

Second-Grade Boys: These small boys enter before the Sanctus, 
which they chant. They stand straight formation each side 
the altar. One their number sings “Silent Night” during the Con- 
secration tableau. They wear red cassocks, white surplices, large white 
collars, and red bows. They may carry torches made flashlights. The 
two Mass servers wear black cassocks, white surplices. 

Third and Fourth Graders: The priest wears white and gold vest- 
ments. The girl speaker who reads the prologue from scroll (end- 
pieces made tinker toys) wears formal uniform costume. The 
other children appear alternately each side the stage and explain 
the Mass progresses, pausing for tableaux. The length the 
parts depends upon the number and ability the children. The girls 
wear white blouses and dark skirts, bright yellow halfcapes decorated 
with brass buttons and braid (may have liturgical symbol throw- 
back), and yellow and white caps. Boys wear white shirts and dark 
pants, and the same kind cap and cape the girls. (Six caps and 
capes are sufficient only two speakers appear simultaneously.) The 
tableaux parts are taken the remaining children these grades. 


Tableaux 


The Annunciation: Mary seated, holding 
distaff; table near which rest work- 
basket and potted lily. Angel slightly ele- 
vated, or... 

Mary kneeling predieu; angel holding 
lily; imitation dove suspended above Mary’s 
head. Angel sings Maria.” 


During Prologue: 


During the Mass: II. The Gloria. Any number angels and 
shepherds. Angels elevated. Shepherds with 
crooks and lambs (crushed newspaper covered 
with cotton, colorful paper for eyes and 
mouth.) Song choir (off-stage): 
have heard high, etc.” 

III. The Offertory. Kings holding gifts up- 
ward toward large star.

Missal.” This book contains not only the common prayers said daily, 
but the seasonal and feast day prayers for the entire year. The three 
altar cards contain some the common prayers recited the priest 
daily the holy Mass. The candles for low Mass are two number. 
For high Mass six candles are lighted. the center the altar 
the tabernacle which are kept those sacred vessels which actually 
contain the Blessed Sacrament. 

[Note: Cherubs proceed the table and hold the chalice, paten, 
etc., they tell the uses each and prepare the chalice for 


Speech Cherubs: 


The chalice and paten are made gold, and ordinarily can 
touched only the priest. The chalice used contain the wine 
which becomes the Precious Blood. The chalice covered first 
purificator. This oblong piece white linen used purify the 
chalice. Upon this rests the paten which holds the large host which 
becomes Christ’s Body the Consecration the Mass. This covered 
the pall, and the chalice veil, which covering for chalice, 
purificator, paten, host, and pall. The burse rests upon this veil. 
used for holding the corporal. Everything which contains the Blessed 
Sacrament must always stand the corporal. 

[Note: Cherubs take their places each side altar. Priest and 
servers enter, stopping the table that the priest may take the 
prepared chalice. The priest proceeds with the Mass the speakers 
explain. 


Speakers: 


The priest takes Christ’s place the altar. The vestments worn 
him resemble the clothes worn the time our Lord. The color 
the vestment varies according the feast. White signifies joy; 
green hope; red, love; violet, penance; black, death. Each action 
the priest accompanied with prayer, the translation which 
found every Missal. Most the language the Mass Latin, 
but you will find words two other languages, Greek and Hebrew. 
These three are called languages” because they are rarely used. 
this way the true meaning the words the Mass always 
maintained, these languages cannot change. 

After preparing the Missal for the Mass the day, the priest 
returns the center the altar, bows reverently the Crucifix, 
and descends the foot the altar. Throughout the Mass the priest 
raises his eyes the Crucifix which reminds him that the same 
sacrifice being offered happened Calvary. this spirit 
begins the prayers the foot the altar. 


You will notice that the priest, and the servers who take the place 


the people, incline toward the altar and confess their unworthiness 
the prayer known the Confiteor. Christ came humble Babe 
the first Christmas Day. The Confiteor prepares the heart 
receive the same Christ the Mass. 

The priest ascends the altar and kisses reverently respect 
the relics contained therein. The altar also the throne the living 
Christ; Christ reborn again the Consecration. The kissing 
the altar has, however, deeper meaning. When the priest kisses 
the altar, greets Christ. acting for the Church, the Bride, 


who thus salutes her Bridegroom. 


The priest now reads the Introit. Originally this was sung the 
priest was entering the church and approaching the altar. This en-

trance chant intended arouse such thoughts and moods 
should cultivate the beginning the Mass. might call the 
Introit the overture the drama the Mass that follow. 
usually part Psalm. The early Christians made great use 
the Psalms, learning them heart singing them while work. 
The Psalms belong the lyric poetry the Hebrews and have never 
been surpassed. Our Lord dearly loved the Psalms and His Gospels 
are full reference David and the Psalms. the Midnight Mass 
Christmas the second Psalm quoted part [Chant]: 


The Lord hath said me: Thou art 
Son, this day have begotten Thee. 


The Introit followed the Kyrie, cry for mercy. the 
Advent time every day. stand the door the heavenly 
Father’s house and knock nine times the Kyrie, say the 
longing Advent prayer the Church 


Drop down dew, heavens, and let 
the clouds rain the Just One. 


Upon the completion this prayer, the priest recites the Gloria. 
Here the prayer the angels sang Christmas: “Glory God 
the highest.” Glory goes from men earth God heaven up- 
ward. The angels also sang: earth peace men good will.” 
Peace comes from God heaven men earth downward. 
The priest raises his arms and hands reverently towards heaven 
sign joy. Throughout the Mass, the hands the praying priest, 
held apart were those the early Christians, indicate the offering 
the faithful themselves with Christ God. The action also ex- 
presses the readiness the members the Church receive grace. 
The Gloria was formerly morning prayer and intoned only the 
Mass Christmas night.

After the Gloria, the priest kisses the altar and turns the people, 
saying “The Lord with you.” The servers who represent the faith- 
ful, reply, “And with thy spirit.” The Dominus Vobiscum was the 
greeting found the Old Testament. Later, when the angel Gabriel 
appeared Mary, said, “The Lord with thee.” Mary was, the 
most profound sense the word, the first member the Church. 
her Christ lived. Now there are many members the Church. them 
Christ lives through sanctifying grace. Thus the prophecy Isaias 
fulfilled, “Behold Virgin shall conceive and bear Son, and His 
Name shall called Emmanuel,” God with us. This prayer re- 
peated eight times during the Mass. The priest extends his hands 
same Christ whom Mary gave the first Christmas day. 

After having invited the people join with him prayer, the priest 
reads collection prayers. People and priest join supplication 
God. 

The Epistle: the foregoing prayers, spoke God. Now, God 
speaks us. the first years the Christian era, St. Paul and 
some the Apostles often wrote letters, epistles, their disciples 
other cities instructing them the Faith. One these Epistles 
read Mass every day the year instruction the faith- 
ful. will noticed that the priest holds the Missal reads 
the Epistle, and this signifies that should doers the word 
and not hearers only. 
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[Note: Second grade girls enter.] 

The Gradual sort anthem song woven short texts 
taken from the Scripture. links the Epistle with the Gospel. These 
yerses are little masterpieces. The gradual the second Mass 
Christmas taken from the one hundred and seventeenth Psalm: 

[Second Grade Girls Chant]: Blessed that cometh the 
name the Lord: the Lord God, and hath shone upon us. This 
the Lord’s doing: and wonderful our eyes.

The Lord 
clothed with strength, and hath girded Himself with power. Alleluia. 

The Missal changed from one side the other for the reading 
the Gospel. With the Gospel came Christ, and are now 
new part the coming Christ with the good news 
our redemption. Formerly, were two pulpits the early Church, 
and the two lessons were read deacon and subdeacon. There was 
procession before the singing the Gospel. low Mass, the 
priest takes the part the two absent members. stand hear 
the word the Gospel, showing our readiness act. Upon the com- 
pletion the reading, the priest kisses the Gospel portion the 
Missal. the Masses Christmas these portions tell the won- 
derful events the first Christmas Day. 

The Credo profession faith. said Sundays and 
festivals. The priest adores the Word made flesh says, “And was 
incarnate the Holy Ghost the Virgin Mary; and was made 
Man.” the early days, the catechumens left after the Credo, only 
the faithful baptized Catholics were permitted take part the 
sacrifice. From now on, the Mass ascends various offerings God 
with Christ, and the conclusion the Mass, God’s gifts descend 
upon us. 

The This the first principal part the Holy Mass. 
Formerly this time, the people formed procession and approached 
the altar offer gifts the Lord. Before offering the gifts, the 
people sang hymns which now call the Offertory. the Last 
Supper, our Lord took the unleavened bread into His hands and 
offered His heavenly Father. the Offertory the Midnight 
Mass, the Church sings [chant]: 


Let the heavens rejoice, and let the earth glad 
before the face the Lord because cometh. 


After offering the Host, the priest offers the wine mingled with few 
drops water. the time Christ, wine was never taken without 
the addition water. Christ represented the wine, men are 
the water. Christmas Day, Christ had assumed 
human nature make partaker the divine nature. The drops 
water disappear the wine; thus our human nature should dis- 
appear the divine nature Christ. offer ourselves the Kings 
offered their gifts the Infant Christ. 

[Note: Before the curtain closes upon this last explanation, the 
little girls have marched the front the stage, the curtain closing 
behind them. their hands they carry red hearts which they use 
gestures they recite the poem]:

Again the priest strikes his breast while pleads:

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Tableau for Communion the Mass. 


and after the third invocation, “Grant peace.” Bethlehem and 
throughout His life, the meek and humble Christ showed Himself 
Prince Peace, Lamb led slaughter. have now come the 
last part the Mass, the sacrificial meal, better known the 
Communion. The priest confesses his unworthiness while striking 
his breast three times. bends over reverently, holding the paten 
his left hand, and receives the Sacred Host. uncovers the chalice 
the Precious Blood, and after short prayers immediate 
preparation, receives the Precious Blood Christ. this part the 
Mass the people receive our Lord. How lovingly Mary must have 
embraced the Christ Child that first Christmas night! 


Tableau The Communion 


The Ablutions: The priest uses unconsecrated wine and water 
remove from the chalice and from his fingers any consecrated particles. 


Talk Parents 
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then reads the Communion verse for the day, and the Post 
Communion prayers. Mention always made the Body and Blood 
Christ which has been received. the conclusion these prayers, 
the priest closes the Missal and returns the center the 
bows, kisses the altar, and again says, “The Lord with you,” 

The Dismissal: present the Mass concludes with the dismissal, 
the blessing, and the last Gospel. The priest raises his hand the 
blessing the triune God. the blessing the Father, who gave 
His Son for us; the blessing the Son, who gave His life for us, 
and the blessing the Holy Ghost who preserves that Divine 
Life.

Having completed the Gospel, the priest proceeds again the 
center the altar, and kneeling, recites the prayers directed our 
Holy Father, the Pope. present these prayers are said for the con- 
version Russia. The Mass finished. 

[Close curtain.]

Parents, brothers, and sisters love that par- 
ticular Alice, Shirley, Tom, and Joe, and hun- 
dreds others, and what happens 
them individuals that counts. The way the 
teacher accepted Shirley’s excuse that her 
mother was ill, and the fact that the teacher 
cheered for the basketball kickball game 
her class, the complimentary words which 
graced Tom’s first composition, the com- 
ment made Bill’s new fountain pen, the 
promise encourage competition between the 
first and second grades against the eighth 
grade paper drive, and doing re- 
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spond eighth-grade Joe’s enthusiasm for 
paper these are the things children 
discuss when Mother Dad say the eve- 
ning meal, “What’s new school today?” 


What Parents Can 


Notice John’s report card and investigate 
the cause for any unfavorable grades. Send 
your child school regularly and time.

The regular report card, 
teachers’ calls and letters parents, school 
papers, pupils’ compositions and other written 
work that may well linked with the home, 
parents’ visiting day, school projects, hobbies, 
and exhibitions these are but few means 
which resourceful principal and teacher use 
establish helpful co-operation between 
home and school. 

Probably question discussed more fre- 
quently than how much parents should help 
with his homework assignments. Chil- 
dren should provided with quiet well- 
lighted place which study; they also need 
help resisting the temptation listen 
that favorite radio and television program, 
one more half hour with friend. Your 
help with Mary John’s lessons may have 
good effect child’s daily work, but 
again, Ais education that stake, his 
understanding, storing away fundamen- 
tals, and the child whose parents have done 
his work has hard time when comes 
the tests. 

Our aim have closer understanding 
between the home and the school. There 
should mutual realization that rearing 
child matter for both the home and the 
school. attain this goal vitally im- 
Portant that full co-operation given. Co- 
operate discipline. Many parents make the 
mistake expressing themselves before the 
opposed the punishments inflicted 
him school with the result that such 
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child the one requiring the most frequent 
punishment, yet good accomplished. 
Here little talk with the teacher might 
order. the parent does not care 
have the child punished any way for mis- 
conduct, almost impossible for the 
teacher handle him. 

Then respect must taught for the school 
well for the teacher. Encourage reading 
home having your child read aloud each 
evening. Require the use good English 
your home. difficult make over 
child’s English. Establish constructive habits 
cleanliness, neatness, prompt obedience, 
respect for the rights and property others, 
respect for older people, courtesy; teach 
your children too self-respecting 
“tattle.” 

The fulfillment your duties relation- 
ship your children’s education requires 
you intelligent alertness which embraces 
educational media radio, television, 
movies, theaters, periodical literature. Though 
your child spends only part his time 
school, part home, many hours with 
his parents, and many hours with his teach- 
ers, his life one life. While growing 
and his parents and teachers work 
out together. Many things happen him. 
Each his experiences has many subtle 
aspects, but simplicity, warmth approach, 
and mutual trust help him along the way. 
Teachers’ relationship with parents very 
important. Catholic educators boast train- 
ing the child well all aspects body and 
soul. this adequately necessitates hav- 
ing the close co-operation parents and 
teachers, whose first aim the education 
their mutual bond interest, the child. All 
parents love and are interested their chil- 
dren. good talk between parents and teach- 
ers may reveal many things that will prove 
helpful understanding and aiding this com- 
ing generation.

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Practical Aids for the Teacher 


The Truth, the Whole Truth, 
and Where Find 


Rev. Raymond McMahon, S.M.* 


Not long ago group forty students 
from certain high school wrote letter 
Kennedy, president the Brother- 
hood Railroad Trainmen, asking him 
call strike bus drivers that the 
students could enjoy extended holiday 
after Thanksgiving. Their teachers would 
out the city for Thanksgiving, these stu- 
dents argued, and would return Sunday 
evening. The strike, they hoped, would delay 
the return the teachers. 

Commenting this strange letter the 
editor Trainmen News had this say: 


fact, the letter and its inferences 
represent real tragedy that reveals 
how effectively the daily newspapers have 
smeared union men and women and how 
miserably public school systems have failed 
imparting today’s social and economic 
truths their students. 

youngsters got the impression that 
strike lark for workers and that 
strikes are capriciously called for far- 
fetched, even foolish reasons. This lesson, 
learned from anti-labor press, evidently 
has not been unlearned from competent 
school teachers. 


Hard words, these, and the editor takes 
pains soften them any qualifying 
phrases. says quite bluntly that these 
teachers have failed miserably “in imparting 
today’s social and economic truths their 
students,” and that the lessons learned 
these students from anti-labor press have 
not “been unlearned from competent school 
teachers.” 

Important Catholic teachers 
possibility that the same state mind may 
exist among our own students. case such 
state mind does exist, what can the 
busy man. Can find more time his 
day make sure his students draw from 
the pure springs truth? Where can 
find the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth? Obviously the answer that 
cannot find any one single source. 
will have draw from many sources, 
select truth from falsehood, and teach his 
students the same. 

Many organizations have come forward 
help the busy teacher find the truth quickly 
and easily. The National 
Manufacturers, for example, will supply him 
with generous quantities information 
merely for the asking. Publishers text- 
books will plead with him use their simpli-

fied book which guaranteed teach the 
class with little explanation from the teacher 
himself. Popular magazines, newspapers, and 
newscasters all co-operate generously and 
willingly with ready-made opinions help 
the teacher help his students. Some organ- 
izations far even send speakers 
the school requesting them. 

How, then, with all these aids our 
disposal, can Catholic teachers possibly 
mislead our students fail impart them 
today’s social and economic truths? The an- 
swer lies the latter part the above edi- 
torial: lesson, learned from anti- 
labor press, evidently has not been unlearned 
from competent school teachers.” Note well 
the words “anti-labor press.” our press 
Every Catholic teacher has read 
enough the press answer that for him- 
self. Just for edification let’s try this experi- 
ment: Draw two parallel columns paper 
labeling one “pro-labor,” the other “anti- 
labor.” For week two enter the proper 
column account all the labor articles 
found the daily press. The result will 
astonishing, and perhaps unexpected. Then 
the same for the newscasters. 

But what about the National Association 
Manufacturers, the textbook people, and 
the popular magazines? Are they anti-labor 
too? These agencies present constantly the 
anti-labor outlook and philosophy, either 
because they themselves are actually anti- 
labor, because they are under terrific 
pressure from anti-labor forces. 

teachers, must prepared impart 
our students today’s social and economic 
truths, whether teach religion, chemistry, 
social science, supervise study periods. 
must draw from the sources informa- 
tion which are not being exploited our 
daily press and radio. One the most fruitful 
these sources the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, agency the Federal Government 
established protect the American people 
from unscrupulous businessmen, the type 
men referred several times very forceful 
terms Pius XI. Any teacher can kept 
date this agency’s weekly news 
releases merely asking have his name 
added its mailing list. These FTC news 
releases are priceless, and the “proceedings,” 
which can also obtained merely asking, 
are veritable mines information. 

Speaking “proceedings,” good like- 
wise know that can obtain copies 
the proceedings any public hearing held 
Congressional investigating committee, 
again merely for the asking. These proceed- 
ings give the full story what happened 
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the hearing, what said, and who said it, 
rather than leaving dependent upon the 
garbled, incomplete, and many times 
accurate account press and radio. Even 
the students can roused interest them- 
selves Just this point, 
further digression may injected. Would any 
teacher who drew all his information from 
press and radio even suspect that David 
Lilienthal rendered outstanding service the 
American people during his entire twenty years 
public life? 

When led the sources true informa- 
tion, our students find many the large 
industries exposed their true light, not 
the ads glorify them, but investigating 
body uncovers them. What, for example, can 
more exciting the average high school 
student than decision like the following 
handed down the FTC against Ipana 
toothpaste: 


Under the terms the order, Bristol- 
Myers must discontinue advertisements 
claiming that the use Ipana with massage 
will prevent “pink toothbrush” aid 
the treatment its causes; that Ipana 
has any significant therapeutic value the 
treatment mouth, tooth gum diseases; 
that massage with Ipana stimulates 
circulation the gums, imparts firmness 
health the gums prevents gum 
trouble. Also banned are representations 
that modern current diets, soft, 
well-cooked foods, not give the gums 
the exercise and stimulation they need 
that such diets foods make the gums 
susceptible trouble. 

The Commission’s order further requires 
discontinuance 
twice many dentists personally 
use Ipana any other dentifrice, and 
more dentists recommend Ipana for 
use their patients than any other two 
dentifrices combined. addition these 
specific provisions, the order contains 
general prohibition against false claims 
the number proportion dentists 
using recommending Ipana. 


Catholic newspapers likewise contribute 
their share helping teachers discover and 
transmit the truth, but diet Catholic 
papers alone insufficient. 
published labor unions must also con- 
sulted for their contribution our complex 
society. should have difficulty obtain- 
ing subscriptions gratis these papers. Labor 
editors are happy accommodate. 
matter fact “gratis” the only possible 
way many could hope get these 
papers day when teachers’ salaries are 
inadequate, and salaries religious teach- 
ers mere figure speech. 

When balancing our diet truth with help- 
ings from radio, the daily press, modern text- 
books, current magazines, Catholic papers 
and magazines, labor papers, and government 
publications, can fulfill our mission “im- 
parting today’s social and economic truths.”

More than twenty years ago, very learned, 
and what more important, very holy 
man, gave this paternal admonition: that 
should “mindful the Apostle’s advice: 
Prove things: hold fast that which good. 
Hence, accepting the new, one will not 
hastily abandon the old, which the experience 
centuries has found expedient 
able. This particularly true the teaching 
Latin, which our days falling more 
and more into disuse because the unrea- 
sonable rejection methods successfully 
used that same humanism, whose highest 
development was reached the schools 
the Church.” This timely message was penned 
less person than Pope Pius himself 
his Encyclical Christian Education, and 
must surely serve twofold warning: first, 
that must not follow the common, trend 
eliminate Latin courses from the curric- 
ulum secondary schools; second, 
cautious our choice the “new” 
gressive” methods teaching which are still, 
recently have been, advocated modern 
educators. 


Practical Aids 


Since Latin teachers meet with many 
preconceived prejudices when see our new 
classes the fall, must make special 
effort serve the dish, especially first, 
with dash spice. The following suggestions 
are offered, not standard methods which 
form the backbone the class, but helpful 
variations for reviving interest, now and then 
—clearing the atmosphere, were, when 
the Latin barometer low. They may 
used, too, plan the programs for the 
success, must provide interesting and varying

activities. The so-called “dead” language must 
revived, and must live again. 

One the prejudices most difficult 
overcome, the unfortunate and unhealthy 
attitude which our pupils are taking toward 
nearly all subjects except those which seem 
them have immediate practical value. 
This doubt due the fact that secular- 
ism and materialism have penetrated all too 
deeply into the minds and characters even 
our Catholic boys and girls. Very often 
are confronted with the questions: 
good will Latin me? What going 
get out it? don’t need that stuff.” The 
adolescent’s common standard measure 
evaluating curricular subjects seems the 
“greenback.” order our most effective 
work, must, then, make every possible 
attempt break down this barrier. 

the first place, must convince our 
youthful “gold diggers” that they will get 
something out Latin, and that will 
them good. once heard radio commen- 
tator say that every increase knowledge, 
however slight, means proportionate increase 
our happiness. other words, the more 
learn about them, the more can appre- 
ciate and understand various cultural and 
practical topics, and the more shall experi- 
ence feeling satisfaction and enjoyment 
that knowledge. Therefore, even there 
were other value more practical attached 
the study Latin, the time allotted its 
study would still time well spent. 


Enriched Vocabulary 


But there are other results which should 
satisfy these more practical minded, but less 
aesthetically inclined pupils. Not all the 
least among these increased and enriched 
vocabulary for use daily conversation, and 
ease and fluency expression, invaluable 
written composition. The cultural back- 
ground, which study the life the 
Romans provides, will enable appreciate 
intelligently the influence Roman civiliza- 
tion modern arts and literature, history 
and government. 

Besides all these somewhat immediate in- 
fluences, there the more remote value which 
Latin should and can have those who study 
it; namely, certain discipline the mind, 
the development desirable habits, such 
orderly procedure, persistency, perseverance, 
accuracy, and the desire for achievement. 


Quality, Not Quantity 
This brings problem whose solution 
far more difficult than the comparatively 
simple task making known our classes 
the desirable effects and results produced 
the study Latin. must search for the 
tools most effective arousing and sustaining 
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their interest. Unfortunately, most our text- 
books state curricula outline and supply 
far more material than the time allotted 
the course permits. cannot cover ade- 
quately the subject matter and fully enjoy the 
course, too; fact, cannot cover the 
subject matter adequately whether enjoy 
the course not. Therefore, seems that 
this the better plan follow: cover 
less material and spend more time cul- 
tivating lively interest and eagerness for 
the subject. 

This enviable objective, interest and 
eagerness for the subject, can attempt 
attain various ways. Before studying selec- 
tions Ovid Pliny any other author, 
whose works the textbook offers, will 
time well spent assign, one two 
the pupils, report the life the author, 
his character and personality, and possibly 
something about his style writing and his 
influence contemporary Romans. Reading 
and discussing few short English transla- 
tions the author’s works, pointing out the 
beauty thought and expression the chosen 
selection, will make the pupils willing, perhaps 
even eager, attempt the translation the 
Latin assignment written the same author. 
The word, attempt, being used deliberately; 
for without this previous preparation, the 
attempt may easily become attack the 
very desperate attack. 

Latin crossword puzzles, now and then, will 
provide pleasant sugar coating for vocabu- 
lary reviews. surprising find how well 
few boys and girls can compose original 
puzzles whose solution offers challenge 
their fellow classmates. Another aid vocab- 
ulary drill study family groups; for 
example, cedo, accedo, discedo. way 
variety, pupils sometimes can offer their own 
little devices, such drawing candle with 
the word, cedo, printed upon it. The Latin 
derivatives are printed along the beams ex- 
tending outward from the flame. the same 
manner the family tree Latin words with 
their English derivatives may planned, the 
Latin word representing the trunk, its English 
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derivatives, the twigs and branches. each 
English word then correctly used 
written sentence below the “tree,” will help 
the pupil make the word part his own 
vocabulary. 

Some the pupils will enjoy taking word 
like “tantalize,” and 
telling the origin the word and the story 
which accompanies it, such the story 
Ceres for the word “cereal,” the story 
Tantulus for and the story 
Mars for “martial.” 


Handicraft 


There always will among our pupils, 
some who find the mastery Latin extremely 
difficult. For these poor plodders, 
planned project will offer opportunity for 
praiseworthy achievement. have among 
our treasures, small Roman chariot, deli- 
cately and skillfully fashioned out plywood, 
boy who never had had chance 
excell the class before. The appreciation 
and admiration which his small chariot aroused 
his classmates gave the lad feeling 
happiness and satisfaction which would 
never otherwise have been able merit. 
Posters, too, early Roman life, give those 
pupils, gifted with artistic ability, chance 
for self-expression. Simple models Roman 
furniture, such low benches, chairs, 
vases, can carved from soap. However, 
planning such project, must guard against 
the extreme transforming the Latin class- 
room into workshop, where much time 
spent buzzing activity, but where the ob- 
jectives the Latin teacher have been buried 
under soap shavings and wood chips and paint. 
project this sort must not merely 
“busy work,” but must have definite goal 
mind, better appreciation under- 
standing the Romans, Roman habits, 
Roman culture, and Roman entertainment. 


The Museum 


Where museum located close enough 
the school, and where the school schedule 
flexible enough permit class excursion, 
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trip previously planned the teacher with 
definite objectives mind, will prove most 
profitable. 

schools, where different classes are re- 
sponsible for presenting entertainment 
school assemblies, the Latin classes may find 
possible make arrangements for showing 
movie like “Ben Hur.” perhaps, the 
class fortunate number among its 
members, pupils with much energy and in- 
itiative, may possible compose and 
dramatize simple play, based either 
the stories which are being studied, the 
life the Roman people general, even 
one the Latin authors particular. 
Announcements, interpretations, stage settings, 
and costumes will give everyone chance 
take part the planning the production 
the play. will take more time and more 
planning, and definitely more work than the 
usual daily recitation. won’t able 
cover the same amount textbook material, 
but isn’t worth that sacrifice (if 
sacrifice) see the pupils happily enthusiastic 
their enjoyment “our Latin class.” 


Roman Banquet 

one the high schools the Midwest, 
Roman banquet, planned and served the 
Latin Club, annual event. The home- 
economics department lends its assistance 
the preparation Roman menu. The guests 
come garbed Roman attire feast upon 
pig, roasted whole, and small Roman oil 
lamps other relics cultured past fill the 
revelers with feeling nearness their 
kinsmen very ancient “long ago.”

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Ideal Unit Ohm’s Law 
for High School Physics

Because the basic nature Ohm’s law, 
‘the laboratory work this topic deserves 
careful planning. series attempts were 
made over period nine years high 
school laboratory design experimental 
procedure, the results which would cor- 
respond closely possible with the simple 
fort, modification the usual series 
Ohm’s Law experiments has been designed 
comply with the following specifications:

Specification Number means that the stu- 
dent should get answer ohms 
divides the voltage the current.

Since the average labora- 
tory has can supply about volts d.c., 
this establishes the size the test resistors 
observed current will the vicinity 
amperes. 

using the standard 0-15 volt voltmeters and 
0-5 amp. ammeters. However, order 
allow amp. current volts, watts 
must dissipated the test resistor. This 
demands considerably more provision for cool- 
ing than afforded the usual spool type 
lab resistor. 

Specification Number demands the use 
some low temperature-coefficient resistance 
wire, such constantan, manganin, 
such wire used, the measured resistance 
will not vary appreciably due 
whether the current amp. amps. 
Copper, iron, nichrome, tungsten, etc., are 
unsatisfactory because the measured resistance 
varies considerably within the above current 
due heating. 

Since laboratory resistors which comply 
all the above specifications are not listed 
the standard catalogs, set constantan 
were built with the aid some 
interested students. Some construction details 
are given below, although several other designs 
Suggest themselves immediately. 


Base plates, inches, were cut from 


fiberboard stock the school paper cutter. 
Two rows holes then were drilled, the rows 
this case being inches apart, and the

total length wire wound. Thin fiber 
washers were placed above and below each 
hole, and clipped place with brass eyelets, 
using hand eyelet setter.

The wire was threaded zigzag through the 
eyelets, and then soldered the terminal 
clips. stand for the resistor was made from 
square wood stock, inches long and 
slotted along its length receive the fiber- 
board.

using these resistors, the standard series 
experiments for Ohm’s law can per- 
formed very satisfactorily. given resistor 
measures the same whether tested alone 
series with other resistors, when used 
branch parallel circuit. This fact 
enables the student concentrate the 
basic laws series and parallel circuits 
without worrying about his resistors changing 
value for different hookups. has the

added advantage that gives the laboratory 
instructor independent theoretical check 
the work the student experimenter. The 
small cost materials and labor involved 
seems amply repaid the better 
edge Ohm’s Law gained using these 
resistors.

Rome, follow the tradi- 
tional chants and pacings the Vestal Vir- 
gins, and bark out the choral greeting the 
emperor the Colosseum, more like football 
the medieval monasteries find the Psalms 
and chant them from our own illuminated 
manuscripts. 

This particular adventure choral reading, 
which was such source interest and joy 
the sixth grade St. Philip’s School, Bemidji, 
Minn., was not, therefore, new departure 
the matter choral reading. have used 
Psalms choral readings for many years, 
doubtless have many other teachers. have 
used them other subjects besides history. 
‘This particular Psalm study was done 
For years, now, have used Psalm 
103 geography song, use Psalm 
for the theme song the study current 
events, Psalm vocation study, Psalm 
for agriculture, mention but few. 

During review week before midyear tests, 
first read this Psalm the class. Though 
‘was using prose text, the children were much 
interested, enjoying especially the graphic 
imagery and sweeping movement this grand 
song the world. But while they recognized 
once its connection with the subject matter 
geography, must say they were not 
enthusiastic about using for choral recita- 
tion. rather long for such small people, 
though this class had taken the reading 
Psalms better than many have had. 

For some months previous this time, 
been correspondence Psalm work 
Father Patrick Cummins Conception 
Abbey, Missouri. January letter men- 
tioned that class was using Psalm 103 
geography study. Father has been working 
new translation the Psalms from the 
Hebrew language directly into English, 
poetry form, keeping the same form line, 
and the same number. syllables the 
original Hebrew text. Though had not

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yet reached Psalm 103, his kind interest 
our project led him make translation 
that Psalm for us. Needless say, the 
knowledge that great Hebrew scholar had 
done this just for stimulated the interest 
the children. They wanted read cho- 
rally, made copies for them and set 
about making study it. 

decided that the Psalm called for four 
divisions voices. Accordingly selected 
few deep brown” voices from among the 
boys, and few the lightest “light blue” 
voices which happened belong three girls 
and one boy who had very high, clear voice 
soprano quality. The rest the class was 
divided into two choruses, just numbered 
“two” and for convenience’ sake, 
“two” being all girls and “three” being all 
boys. First readings having resulted four 
group chorus, now began more detailed 
study the Psalm, verse verse, decide 
which group would say which verse phrase, 
according the sense the words. This 
discussion was most enjoyable, bringing out 
many points view and much interesting 
comment, the content the Psalm itself, 
the wording the translation, and 
the form which written. This took 
several reading periods and one two English 
periods, but interest never lagged. 

Finally our copies were all numbered 
the margin with the 1-2-3-4, according the 
group that would saying the particular 
lines phrases. Now were ready read. 
Relatively little coaching was necessary, our 
discussions had evoked natural feeling for 
each phrase, each word picture. Here, again, 
suggestions came from the class: 
better would say this way?” Then 
the small critic would demonstrate. all 
approved, would adopt the 
Again, the idea would met better 
one, simply and vigorously vetoed. 
think that used only two periods the 
actual work choral recitation. course 
were not memorizing, only reading from 
our copies for our own enjoyment. Sometimes 
for opening prayers after lunch, followed im- 
mediately geography class, they would ask: 
Sister, may say our geography 
Psalm for prayers today?” And would 
say with fervor and joy. 

had mentioned this project several 
the Sisters, and just before St. Patrick’s 
day, Sister Ida, our principal, asked 
our class would recite the Psalm for the 
Sodality meeting held that day. was 
bit hesitant, knowing that the rest the 
school, not having studied Psalms 
class had, might not find interesting. 
But when mentioned the class, there 
was hesitation. They decided once that 
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they would dress like Hebrews the hill- 
sides, because “St. Patrick, too, had herded 
swine the and must have said Psalms 
there too, maybe this same Psalm for all 
knew. practiced our Psalm the stage 
get “auditorium voice,” improvised 
Hebrew costumes out any odd, striped 
material that would make tunic, put scarves, 
our heads, with cord around the head 
for the boys, and beads front for the 
girls, made ourselves cardboard sandals that 
laced around bare ankles with any kind 
ribbon cord, put green burlap bleach- 
ers for hills for those who would sit 
them. Most the boys preferred sit 
lie the stage floor. Now were all set. 
read our Psalm silent and apprecia- 
tive audience, though sure any grade 
teacher will agree with that, from the 
players point view, two hundred grade 
children make perhaps the most difficult 
all audiences. was surprised and pleased 
their comments afterward. 

little “Hebrews” were laying aside 
their “costumes” our classroom, someone 
remarked, “Isn’t too bad that Father Pat- 
rick hear his Psalm his feast 
day?” The agreement was universal. 

“Why not make recording and send 
him?” asked. “It will too late for 
his nameday, but may please him anyway.” 

They were fire with the idea once, 
and had restrained with reminder 
the problems involved, for instance, the tim- 
irg, the cost the record, the difference 
reciting before microphone, etc. There was 
restraining their enthusiasm. They made all 
arrangements with local music shop. 
timed the Psalm, and found that would 
just enough for ten-inch record. prac- 
ticed the close formation necessary for recit- 
ing before microphone, and also the careful 
silence (papers, breathing, movement) de- 
manded from the time the signal would 
given that were “on the air.” was 
new joy hear the record played back, and 
realize how sounded others. 
sent Father, who reported many favor- 
able and even enthusiastic comments the class 
received this recording. may mention that 
Father has the record, though has lent 
far and wide, his only insistence being that 
returned.* 

Now few remarks from teacher’s stand- 
point. impossible sum the spiritual 
value such project. Only God knows 
what has done the individual soul the 
child. However may recognize two tangible 
values. introduce child the beauty 
the Psalms through familiar and happy 
experience open the door treasure- 
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house prayer. Then, too, formed link 
with the Mass, for had recently acquired 
daily Missals, and now were alert bits 
the Psalms that were familiar, perhaps 
interest was aroused new line, and 
search made for the rest the Psalm. 

teaching medium, the project was 
rich experience. 

Co-operation. The entire class was in- 
volved throughout, favored few being 
brought too much the fore, and one left 
out. 

Originality. the same time, full play 
was allowed the bright ideas any in- 
dividual, not only the matter the read- 
ing, but also stage management, and busi- 
ness concerning the recording 
from the studio insuring the package 
the mail. 

New experiences. Without question, the 
greatest these was the saying prayer 
the stage. Psalm has all the charm 
fairy tale being truly “out this world,” 
and yet fully answers the age-old question 
put any storyteller: “Is true?” Children 
love recite poetry, project themselves 
into the experience being told. the Psalms, 
that experience not just imagination, but 
the greatest reality there is, and satis- 
fying degree that nursery rhyme 
other memory gem can be. 

The stage experience was perhaps the 
greatest value those who otherwise had 
never spoken word any public appear- 
ance, but now did without fear, upheld 
the support many voices. Moreover, 
planning the setting and the costumes really 
made history alive. 

the recording, perhaps the most valu- 
able experience was the rigid discipline neces- 
sary produce record free from any acci- 
dental noise. Anything that can cause 
lively sixth graders “freeze” signal 
not cough, sigh, move, rustle 
paper, while reciting whole piece the length 
that Psalm valuable teaching medium. 
realized then the stern discipline adults 
place upon themselves 
glamorous positions those radio an- 
nouncer movie star. too learned the 
hard way. spoiled our first record. Someone 
lost his place and blurted out the beginning 
wrong line! 

Now word the text. may seem 
that the poetry too advanced for children, 
even somewhat archaic expression. This re- 
sults from the severe handicap Father placed 
upon himself rendering the Psalms 
exactly the same line pattern, with the same 
number syllables each line the original 
Hebrew, keep the rhythm and music 
the Psalms first sung, instead the 
balanced form the Latin chant; followed 
most translators. surprise, the children 
took once and with enthusiasm. The 
reasons adduce are partly from their own 
words, and partly from study the prob- 
lem. this text, the Psalms are much 
shorter, and are divided into stanzas that 
break them into convenient units for 
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study. The lines are short fall into 
convenient eye span, advocated now espe- 
cially for smaller children, and making easy 
reading for older ones. noticed that the 
lines begin often with verbals, thus start- 
ing out with strength and swing that made 
choral reading them enjoyable particularly 
boys. may special interest that 
another Sister and made careful compari- 
son this text the Psalms with that pub- 
lished the Pontifical Scripture Institute and 
find them very similar. The latter has the 
English text running prose form, rather 
than the balanced verse type the Latin. 
The appended. Psalm the exact text. 
close with quotation from the Rule our 
Holy Father Benedict, that master psalm- 
ody, whose legislation the Work God 
still wreathes the world with the sound 
sacred, intercessory chant unending chorus.

Beat thoroughly and put into clean 
jars cure, that is, leave off the lids and 
let the paste sit warm place (sunshine 
ideal) for about two weeks. the end 
this period put lids and your paste 
ready for use. keeps indefinitely. The secret 
the curing process.

The new St. Peter’s School Slinger, 
Wis., outstanding example the kind 
school building rural parish may have 
reasonable cost. Separated from the 
highway spacious lawn, the present 
one story and basement building buff 
brick surmounted large stainless steel 
cross proclaims the interest this rural 
parish Catholic education. 

Five large classrooms and faculty room 
are the first floor. The basement con- 
tains auditorium with stage, wardrobe, 
and showers; large playroom, which also 
serves lunchroom; and the oil-fired 
heating plant.
